Substance 


1. Libya was the first African country to achieve independence 
following World War II. Some reference might be made to the fact that 
the war, which left Libya with a legacy of ruined cities and a shattered 
economy, also bequeathed to Libya and to subject people everywhere 
a world conscience newly aroused to the fundamental rights of all 
peoples to self-determination. The Libyan people were among the 
first to benefit from this new world conscience, which, given organi- 
zational form in the United Nations, facilitated the achievement by 
the Libyans of their independence on December 24, 1951. 


2. Our royal guest bears a name, Sanusi.(suh-NOO-see), which 
became known to us many years ago as a symbol both of deep religious 
feeling and of a gallant people battling against overwhelming odds 
for their independence (against the Fascists). Further military 
honors attached to the name as a result of the exploits of the 


Sanusi Arab Army, which formed a part of the Allied armies and 


participated in the victory over Rommel. That Sanusi name has more 
recently come to be identified.with wise and sober policies which 
have provided the Libyan people with a period of stability essential 


lo 
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for economic and social progress, a model for other developing 
nations. Our royal guest represents the continuity of that name 
and of those constitutional arrangements devised by the Libyan 
people ten years ago which. have stood the test of time and which 
hold out the promise of continued stability for the accelerated 
progress Libya may now expect. 


3. The Libyans take themselves rather seriously and will 
probably be expecting a fairly sober and serious presentation by 
the President. Their ability to take a joke is considerably less 
than their propensity to take offense. With this in mind, the 
following might be drawn upon to lend a lighter touch: 


Reference to some of the unique obstacles encountered 
by the Libyan and American members of crews prospecting for 
oil in the Libyan desert, including land mines and booby traps 
left behind by the armies that fought there, and at least one 
stray B-24 bomber, the "Lady Be Good", found intact fifteen. 
years after it made a perfect pilotless landing in the desert. 


4, Reference might also be made to the places within the 
United States which the Crown Prince will be visiting after his 
departure from Washington on Thursday, October 18. He will be 
visiting Colorado Springs (including a tour of the Air Force 
Academy), Sen Francisco (including visits to the University of 
California and the redwood forest at Muir Woods), and New York, 
where he will be lunching with U Thant and addressing the 
General Assembly. Regret might be expressed that the Prince 
does not have sufficient time to visit other points of interest 
in the country (e.g., Boston).

His Royal Highness Hasan al-Rida al-Sanusl 
Crown Prince of the Unlted Kingdom of Libya 


‘Libyan Crown Prince Hasan al-Rida al-Sanusi is a thirty-four 

year old Moslem Arab prince who is destined to become the next Chief 

of State of the United Kingdom of Libya. While he holds no direct 
overnmental responsibility under his 72-year old uncle, King Idris I, 
Luho 4s childless) he has been given increasingly frequent and important 
ceremonial duties, of which his official visit to the United States 

will be one of the most significant. His visit constitutes the first 
time our important relations with Libya have been dramatized by a 
ceremonial visit to this country by a high ranking Libyan dignitary. 


Crown Prince Hasan was born in Benghazi, the chief town of the 
Cyrenaican province of Libya, in 1928, the youngest son of Muhammad 
al-Rida al-Sanusi. Hasan's father, who was Crown Prince until his 
death in 1955, was King Idris' brother, The Crown Prince received his 
primary education in Benghazi and was instructed privately in the 
religious precepts of the Sanusi Order, an Islamic fraternity whose 
leadership he will also inherit from King Idris, In 1953 and 195 he 
studied in Cairo at the ancient Tslamic University of al-Azhar. 
Possessing a reputation for piety and integrity, Hasan al-Rida conducts 
his private life in an unostentatious manner. He speaks only Arabic 
and does not smoke or drink. 


He was designated Crown Prince and Heir Apparent on November 26, 
1956, and since then has come gradually into public prominence. He 
made an official visit to Great Britain in July 1960 and in 1961 he 
represented the King at the funeral of King Mohammad V of Morocco. 
Within Libya, he has been called upon to act for the King on numerous 
state occasions and served as Regent during the King's recent 
pilgrimage to Mecca. He has displayed an active interest in the social 
and economic development of his country. 


The Crown Prince in 1959 married Fawzla, daughter of Tahir Bakir, 
the then Wali (Governor) of the Province of Tripolitania. He has a 
sony Muhammad al-Mahdi al~Hasan, born in March 1960 and twin daughters 
born August 27, 1961.

African Success Story 


Libya: An 


THE recent entry of Libya into the fortunate fraternity of oil- 
producing countries heralded the realization of an economic miracle. 
Only 5 years ago Libya was regarded as little more than a vast empty 
tract of the Sahara’s rock and sand, the ultimate example of a country 
without adequate resources to sustain it. Within that brief half decade 
Libya underwent an economic metamorphosis that has already trans- 
formed it into a viable State possessing a dynamic and expanding 
economy, offering a challenging market to enterprising world traders 
and investors. 

This event came at an opportune time when a score of newly inde- 
pendent African countries, recovering from the feverish celebration 
of recently acquired freedom, are pausing to examine the political, 
social, and economic problems and opportunities confronting them. 
The developments in Libya are of special interest to the new African 
States preparing to chart their own courses across the politico-economic 
-geas in the years to come. 

Libya’s achievements warrant study by her neighbors but they also 
merit analysis by the many U.S. exporters and investors who have 
been attracted to the newly created and potentially important markets 
in Africa. 

Penetration of African markets pre-° 
sents both a challenge and an oppor- 
tunity to other newcomers 48 well as 
ourselves. European and Asiatic business 
firms and governmental trading agencies 
from the Soviet bloc and communist 
China have been particularly active in 
this area recently. . 

Africa has been opened to competition 
and no one at this stage can predict what 
jts consequences will be. The enly sure 
factor now discernible is that the com- 
petition promises to’ be intense but its 
very presence confirms the importance 
and potential value of these newly 
emerging markets.

Products, Services Needed 


Every state in Africa has need for 
products and services that could be pro- 
vided by private enterprise in the United 
States but demand alone is not sufficient 
to provide a market. Needs and means 
are seldom available in equal measure 
and some of the new countries are so 
poorly endowed with natural resources 
that one may hesitate or even dismiss 
them from consideration, assuming that 
they have no prospects of ever becoming 
viable. Don’t be: too hasty, however. 

In many instances we know very little 
regarding the potential resources of these 
lands and it would be premature to draw 


Wit do the African states need? 
During the past decade some 24 
new countries were created in Africa 
and each and every one of them has all 
. the needs and cherishes all the aspira- 
tions of the modern sovercign state. 
Whether or not they are fully prepared 
to meet the responsibilities of nationhood 
or are equipped to achieve their expecta- 
tions is no longer relevant, They are in 
being today and they need all the mani- 
fold and myriad paraphernalia essential 
to the maintenance and functioning of a 
nation, its institutions, and its people.

I recently returned from the United 


any final conclusions at this early date. . 


Kingdom of Libya where 1 served in the 
U.S. Embassy at Tripoli for 4% years, 
first as Commercial Officer and then as 
the Senior Economic Officer. When I 
first arrived in that desert kingdom J 
was awed at the formidable: obstacles 
confronting its Government and its peo- 
ple. Here was a land almost 700,000 
square miles in area—3%% times the size 
of Texas—that could not support a 
meager population of just over a million. 
Statistics revealed a per capita income 
of perhaps $70 a year and a persistently 
adverse trade balance with an ever- 
increasing annual gap between imports 
and exports. But figures alone do not tell 
the complete story. 


ELL over 40% of the total popula- 

tion led a nomadic or seminomadic 
existence, living a primitive pastoral life, 
and wandering from spot to spot in a 
ceaseless and seemingly endless search 
for water and animal fodder. As a way 
of life it was brutally monotonous and 
cruelly harsh. The lot of the country’s 
farmers, who comprised about 37% of 
the population, was little better as the 
climate is harsh, rainfall erratic and © 
undependable with droughts averaging 
8 out of every 5 years, and locust swarms 
swept in periodically to ravage the sparse 
crops. In the urban communities discon- 
tent was rampant as employment oppor- 
tunities were very limited and generally 
available only to foreigners because few 
Libyans had any training or skills. Per- 
haps 98% of the population was illit- 
erate. i 
The country’s prospects were dismal 
and many experts had at that time al- 
ready consigned Libya to a permanent 
state of chaos while some pessimists 
limited. its prospects of continued inde- 
pendence as a sovereign state to mere | 
months. Libya did not collapse. 


Aid, Technical Assistance Granted 
INANGIAL aid in relatively modest 
sums was granted by the United 

States and the United Kingdom and 

technical assistance was provided both 

by American and United Nations de- 
velopment agencics. ; 

American technicians introduced pub- 
lic health and sanitation programs that 
have saved untold hundreds of lives and 
spared many thousands from the rav- 
ages of discases that were endemic in 
the area for centuries. The physical and 
mental needs of the Libyan population 

also were taken into consideration. A 

major campaign was waged to wipe out 

illiteracy and by mid-1961 the number 


of students attending the newly ecrented 
‘schools, elementary through university 
level, numbered well over 120,000-—10% 
of totul population. 

American and United Nations tech- 
nicians, recalling that Libya had once 
been a granary of Rome, rediscovered 
and restered the ancient springs and 
wells covered under the debris of 2,000 
yenrs of neglect. The locust menace was 
controlled, if not actually eradicated. 
New agricultural techniques were intro- 
duced, machinery made available, and 
new crops, heretofore unknown in this 
ancient but forgotten land, blossomed 
where the desert had ruled, since time 
immemorial. Livestock was improved, 
afforestation was accelerated. Roads, 
dams, a modern telecommunications sys- 
tem, electric powerplants and many 
other installations were created. The 
country was galvanized into action and 
its people stimulated by an intangible 
but priceless gift from us——hope. 


Confidence Regained 


Wee that brief handful of years 
the governmental institutions were 
Libyanized and the ‘country’s domestic 
and foreign affairs entrusted to Libyan 
officials able to operate and govern with- 
out foreign tutelage or guidance. The 
people gained confidence in their own 


future. The number of wandering nomads . 


_was reduced, despite a relatively substan- 
tial population increase—from 461,000 
to 887,000—while simultaneous settle- 
ment in the urban centers saw their pop- 
ulation multiply from 231,000 to 382,000 
within the last 6 years. 

As the local politico-economic environ- 
ment became more favorable the Libyans 
began investing their own private re-

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nourees within the country, building fac- 
tories, hotels, apartment houses, & wheat 
mill, processingy plants, und ereating 
many transportation nnd a wide varicty 
of servicing industries. Equally, if not 
more important, American and other 
foreign oil companies felt enough confi- 
dence to enter the country and bring 
major capital investments with them. 
Petroleum exploration began in earnest 
in 1967 and its impact on the Libyan 
economy was soon reflected in a sharp 
upward spiral of the country’s gross na- 
tional product which rose by over 61% 
from that year’s estimated level of $113 
million to $172 million in 1960. 

The search for oil proved successful 


and Libya began shipments of erude oil 


last autumn, only 2 years after the first 
major strike was made. Today, with sub- 
stantial oil royalties assured, Libya 
stands on the threshold of financial au- 
tarchy. The Libyan pound can actually 
be described as a hard currency since it 
ts backed 100% by deposits in American 
and British banks. The country’s foreign 
exchange reserves are approaching the 
$100-million mark, while the annual per 
capita income is well above the $150- 
Jevel and more than double that of 1956. 


U.S, Exports, Investments Surge 


VA do these developments mean 
to the U.S. business community in 
do'lars and cents? Libya's imports in 
1986 totaled only $46.6 million of which 
less than $1.7 million, or only 3.6%, orig- 
inated in the United States. In 1960, the 
f.0.b. value of Libya's imports exceeded 
$169 million-—an increase of 264% 
within 5 years——while U.S. exports to 
that country multiplied by more than 
2,000%, exceeding $35 million. During 
this same peniod American investments 
jn Libya rose from practically nil to an 
estimated $350 million. 

During my tour of duty in Libya I 
observed much pertaining to foreign 
trade and investment, the operating 
methods utilized, and the rewards they 
ean offer the enterprising firm. The first 
petroleum companies to venture into 
Libya took a calculated risk. Many oil 
companies showed active interest but 
were hesitant to tread in murky waters. 
Most of those who dared to enter early 
were richly rewarded, Some, in fact, 
candidly admit they achieved far greater 
success than they ever envisioned in 
their most optimistic speculations. 

On the other hand, oil companies that 
hesitated at first or neglected to investi- 
mate the scene in its early stages, now 
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have flocked into Libya secking conces- 
sions or bits of concessions. Necdless to 
relate all the choice arcas and all readily 
necessible regions have long since been 
secured by the industry's forcrunners 
and the latecomers now must be content 
to pick up crumbs discarded from the 
tables of the pioncers. 

The same situation and identical re- 
sults were manifested in the case of other 
business firms supplying exports or serv- 
ices abroad. Those who took the initiative 
to investigate the scene and were for- 
tunate enough to establish good relations 
with reliable local distributors or agents, 
have prospered. American, British, Ital- 
jan, West German, French, and Dutch 
firms comprised the vanguard and it is 
no accident that these countries between’ 
them supplied over 85% of Libya’s im- 
ports in 1960. 

The accomplishments of the U.S. busi- 
ness community in Libya were substan- 
tial and noteworthy because a favorable 
economic climate exists in that country. 
The presence of this propitious environ- 
ment, in a distant and strange land, with 
few common ethnical, social, ‘cultural, 


_ religious, or linguistic links to connect it 


with America, was no accident, It was 
created by hard work and devotion to 
duty on the part of U.S. technicians en- 
gaged in various aid and development 
programs, by the U.S. military person- 
nel stationed in Libya, by the efforts of 
the U.S. Information Agency and the 
U.S. Embassy to establish and maintain 
friendly and mutually trustful relations 
with the official, business, and social 
hierarchies of Libya. The American pe- 
troleam companies and other business 
firms that followed into Libya derived 
jnvaluable benefits and, on occasion, ma- 
jor advantages from this situation. 
The African states can derive some 
salutary lessons from the Libyan success 
story. We can also draw some interest- 
ing conclusions from the development of 
Libya’s economy and the expansion of 
Libyan-American commercial relations 
which accompanied it. Tt is patently evi- 
dent that this increase of U.S. trade in 
Libya was achieved through the coop- 
eration of American private enterprise 
and many Federal agencies, spearheaded 
by the Departments of Commerce and 
State. Acting alone, little would have 
been accomplished by any individual 
company or separate Government agency 
but working in unison they coordinated 
their efforts, supplemented one another’s 
activity, and produced tangible financial 
—and political—benefits that far ex- 
ceeded any individual expectations.

“Libyan Crown Prince Hasan al-Rida al-Sanusi is a thirty-four 
year old Moslem Arab prince who is destined to become the next Chief 
of State of the United Kingdom of Libya. While he holds no direct 
overnmental responsibility under his 72-year old uncle, King Idris I, 
Toke is childless) he has been given increasingly frequent and important 
ceremonial duties, of which his official visit to the United States 
will be one of the most significant. His visit constitutes the first 
time our important relations with Libya have been dramatized by a 
ceremonial visit to this country by a high ranking Libyan dignitary. 


Crown Prince Hasan was born in Benghazi, the chief town of the 
Cyrenaican province of Libya, in 1928, the youngest son of Muhammad 
al-Rida al-Sanusi. Hasan's father, who was Crown Prince until his 
death in 1955, was King Idris! brother. The Crown Prince received his 
primary education in Benghazi and was instructed privately in the 
religious precepts of the Sanusi Order, an Islamic fraternity whose 
leadership he will also inherit from King Idris. In 1953 and 1954. he 
studied in Cairo at the ancient Islamic University of al-Azhar,. — 
Possessing a reputation for piety and integrity, Hasan al-Rida conducts 
his private life in an unostentatious manner. He speaks only Arabic 
and does not smoke or drink. 


He was designated Crown Prince and Heir Apparent on November 26, 
1956, and since then has come gradually into public prominence. He 
made an official visit to Great Britain in July 1960 and in 1961 he 
represented the King at the funeral of King Mohammad V of Morocco. 
Within Libya, he has been called upon to act for the King on numerous 
state occasions and served as Regent during the King's recent 
pilgrimage to. Mecca, He has displayed an active interest in the social 
and economic development of his country. 


The Crown Prince in 1959 married Fawzia, daughter of Tahir Bakir, 
the then Wali (Governor) of the Province of Tripolitania. He has a. 
son, Muhammad al-Mahdi al-Hasan, born in March 1960 ana twin daughters 
born August 27, 1961, i .

last five months. The last parliamentary elections were held on Janury 17, 1960. 


Government functions are administered by a number of departments under 
-Ministers who are appointed by the King on the recommendations of the Prime 
Minister. The King appoints, as his representatives, the Walis, (Governors) 
of each of the provinces, which enjoy considerable autonomy for ' inteinal- 
matters under the Constitution. The provinces also have departments, roughly 
parallel to the federal ministries, headed by Nazirs.

c. Economic Conditions: Economically, Libya is an underdeveloped country 
with limited natural resources. In order to maintain governmental services 
and to initiate economic development projects, the government has traditionally 
relied on foreign financial and technical assistance. However, recent petroleum 
discoveries indicate that Libya will become a major producer of oil, with good 
prospects for economic independence. The estimated per capita income has risen 
in Libya's first decade of independence from $39 to #15 per year. ‘The Libyan 
pound (&) equals $2.80 broken down on a decimal basis into piastres and milliemes. 
It has 100 percent tacking. Libya is a member of the sterling area. 


Over three-fourths of the population is occupied with agriculture and animal 
husbandry. Improvements in local traditional agricultural methods are limited 
by the marginal nature of the land, the farmers! lack of technical knowledge, 
and their small capital resources. Libya suffers periodically from drought 
conditions, with disastrous effects on crop production. The resulting severe 
food shortages have been mitigated in recent years by grain imports, including 
U.S. relief wheat grants. Most of the livestock are kept by nomads and semi- 
nomads. 


Tuna, sardines, and various other species of fish are caught, and sponges 
collected, in the coastal waters of Libya. Most of these products are exported. 


Manufacturing in Libya is relatively unimportant but is on the increase. 
There is a growing number of small manufacturing establishments, which are 
engaged in processing agricultural and fishery products, as well as handicraft 
industries producing textiles, footwear, leather goods, jewelry, carpets and 
mats. A match factory and two cement plants are the latest planned additions 
to the Libyan industrial scene. 


External trade is important in the economic life of Libya. The total value 
of Libyan exports for 1960 was estimated at *11 million, Peanuts and livestocks 
constituted about 30 percent of the total value of the exports. During 1959 the 
total value of Libyan imports was about $168 million. About 80 percent of total 
imports came from Italy, the United Kingdom, and the United States. 


The deficit, in excess of $120 million in 1960, in Libya's balance-of-trade ...-- 


was offset by foreicn military expenditures, by contributions and grants-in-aid 
from foreign countries, and by foreign oil company investments. There is no 
national debt.

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Alcoholic beverages should not be served or offered to 
the Crown Prince and members of his party. Others may 
take such beverages. It is suggested that fruit juices 
and soft drinks be served at all functions. The Crow 
Prince will respond to toasts in fruit juice (e.g., orange). 
Fruit juice should be provided for all members of the 
Crown Prince's party at all seated functions. 


The first toast should be made by the host to "His Majesty 
the King of Libya". Response will be made in a toast to 
"The President of the United States." (Subsequent toast, 
if any, may be made to other persons in declining order 

or precedence. ) 


Except at outdoor functions where there may be honors, 
troops, and military bands, it is NOT recommended that 
the national anthems of Libya and the United States be 
played unless the sponsoring organization is confident 
that the orchestra is able to play the anthems very well. 
It is not necessary to play the anthems at strictly social 
functions or at formal luncheons and dinners, as awkward 
situations and’ inconveniences may result. It is not the 
custom in Washington to play national anthems at State 
dinners. When the anthems are played, it is customary 
to play the anthem of the visitor's country first and the 
anthem of the United States second. 


When the flags of the United States and Libya are used, 
consider the area where the flags are to be placed as a 
stage or focal point, then place the flag of the United 
States on the left as viewed from the audience, and the 
flag of Libya on the right. ,

horizontal bars with a white crescent and star in the 
center,

MEMORANDUM FOR 
THE PRESIDENT 


Monday morning session with new Libyan PM Fekini is so you 
can gently talk him out of asking for a whole new aid program, 


This country of only 1, 250,000 has lived on US largesse for 
years ($206 million through FY 1963), Now it's swimming in oil-- 
$64 million royalties this year, over $100 million next year, and up 
to $300 million annually later. So it is another Kuwait, which doesn't 
need any more US aid, 


But Fekini is using Wheelus base as a lever to pry more aid 
out of us. Under our 1960 agreernent the "rent" for Wheelus will drop 
from $10 million annually 1960-64 to $1 million per annum 1965-71. 
He alleges growing local anti-base pressures, and says the best way 
to offset this is a big contribution to Libyan development. 


Our best counter is to tell him frankly ‘that Wheelus (and the 
UK bases in Cyrenaica) are oil-rich Libya's best guarantee against 
takeover by Nasser next door. Our presence is Libya's real security. 
We don't see why we should have to pay for the privilege of giving 
protection (and he should get this across to his critics). Besides, itis 
mostly US investment which provides Libya's oil wealth. So you could 
explain why Congress won't favor yet more aid to a country which is 
doing so well (we don't give aid to Saudi Arabia or Kuwait either--yet

TALKING PAPER 


President Kennedy ~ Prime Minister Fekini 


tT. Fekini's Policies 


Libyan Prime Minister Muhieddine al Fekini, former 
Ambassador to the U.S., took office in March 1963. His admini- 4, 
stration has been known for its honesty, its more practical a 
approach to economic development, and its vigorous modernizing 
of Libya's constitution. One amendment also gave women the 


vote. 


In foreign policy Fekini has tended toward Arab nation~ 
alist positions. For example, he has emphasized the Palestine 
issue, has been less friendly toward Wheelus Air Base and has 
concluded Libya's first trade agreement (a small one) with the 
U.S.S.R. 


TI. His Personality 


Fekini is youthful (38), speaks good English and knows 
the U.S. from his four years as Ambassador here. His manner 
is modest and rather formal. He is a jurist by training 
(the Sorbonne in Paris). In September 1961 President Kennedy 
received him as Ambassador and discussed international issues 
and the U.N. The experience deeply and favorably impressed 
Fekini. The President last saw Fekini during Libyan Crown 
Prince Hassan's official visit to Washington in October 1962. 
The President might congratulate Fekini on his promotion since 
he last saw him. 


TIL. What he wants on this occasion 


Prime Minister Fekini sought an appointment with the 
President to enhance his prestige at home and possibly to raise 
some questions about Libyan-U.S. relations which are of great 
importance to Libya, specifically the presence of Wheelus Air 
Base and the future of U.S. aid to Libya. 
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IV. What we want to achieve on this occasion 
aE wane fo acnieve on this occasion 


We would like to have this conversation exert a steadying 
effect on Fekini's handling of Libya's policies on world issues, 
which are generally in harmony with ours. 


We would also like Fekini to be impressed by the fact that 
our interests in Libya (the Air Base and U.S. oil company opera 
tions) are known and recognized at the top level in the U.S. 
Government. In view of limited U.S. aid resources there is full 
agreement in Washington that the former U.S. willingness to give 
Libya substantial financial aid when it was poor is no longer 
justified on economic grounds now that Libya has an assured, 
rosy financial future thanks to growing oil revenues. 


V. What points Fekini may raise 


Fekini may say that when our agreement to pay Libya $10 
million a year through 1964 drops to $1 million in 1965 his 
government, under local political pressure, must continue to re~ 
ceive $10 million or more a year from us or be accused of sub- 
mitting to "Western domination". Fekini may also insist that 
the most serious point of difference between Libya and the U.S. 
is U.S. support of Israel. He may complain that while Libya 
gives continued proof of friendship for the U.S., even while 
Lhis-is becoming more difficult to defend in contemporary 
Africa, the U.S. government is giving Libya a steadily smaller 
and smaller quantity of aid. 


VE. What the President might say 


The President should reassure Fekini that the U.S. govern-~ 
ment is aware of and continues to be committed to its earlier 
assurances of interest in the independence and stable progress 
of Libya. The President said as much to the Crown Prince of 
Libya last October. We believe our mutual interest is served 
by Libya's being fully aware that we consider our presence there 
as one of the factors strengthening Libya's security and integrity. 


We welcome the bright financial future which Libya is facing, 
and while we understand Libya has some real requirements, for 
example, for training and equipping its army and air force, we 
see that Libya's urgent needs are economic planning not financial 
aid. 


If Fekini presses the Palestine question, the President 
should tell him frankly our hopes and objectives in this area.
